— H E extraordinary perfon- 

age who has been kuewn in 

London, and many other 

parts of England, by the 

name of the Chevalier D’Eon ever 
fince the year 1753, when the Duke de 
Nivernors was ambaffador from the 
courtof France; having been finally 
ciffovered to be a woman, by authen- 
tc, indubtable evidence given in the 

». Court of Keng’s Beach, at a trial for 

Tecover’neg 2 fum of money on certain 

pelcres opened on the fex of the pre- 

tended Chevalier; every anecdote re- 
iatlve foour heroine has becomea new 
fubeét of curickity, and though many 
the principal tranfactions of that 
part of her life which the paffed in 
Ragland are generally known, and 
Nave frecuently apoeared in print ; yet 
it Was the defire of many of our re- 
fvetabte correfponden's, that we 
tlouid draw up a concife account of 

'l@ whole, to ferve as a memorial _of_ 
fu fogular ane eat; and as a warhing 
Miature agzank that credulity which 
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eceaees every anecdote relative to 
Vi:fs D’Eon de Beaumont that merits 
the public notice, and in order to con- 
vey a proper idea of the perfon of this 
lady, in whom we fhail finda firange 
heterogeneous compound of male and 
female qualities, we obtained a ftriking 
refemblancé@ of ner face, from an ori- 
ginal drawing from the life, by a pri- 
vate gentleman, at the time of the dif- 
putes between D’Eon and the count de 
Guerchy. The reafons for direCting 
the ingen‘ous artift, who executed the 
whole figure, to decorate 't in a manner 
truly charatteriftic, will appear in the 
fequel. 
MM fs D’Eon deBeaumont is defcended 
from a genteel family of the town of 
Beaumont fur POife, in the Ifle of 
France, from which place fhe takes the 
addition to her family name, 2 circum- 
flancevery common among the 
Fiench, in order todifinguifh the gen- 
try, from yeomen and tradefn 
Tne rank in ‘life of Fer parents, the 
time ef her birth, andevery thing re- 
lative to her domeftic fituation Guriag 
ber. infant years, feems involved in 
profound fecrecy ; however, from her 
uncommon underflanding and critical 
knowledge in claffica! and polite leara- 
ing, it feems as if great care was taken 
to give ber a finifhed education. At 
wattime the frft appeared in the habit 
ofa man ,erwhat were the rootives for 
fo extiaotdimary a difguife, no perfon 
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has “been able to afcertain upon proper 
evidence ; ail that has been circulated 
in public, is founded upon conjecture. 

Some affert, that her parents pat 
her upon this fcheme, that fhe might 
{uéceed to an eftate rm the family en- 
tailed on the male beirs. Others fay, 
that fhe hada brother an officerin the 
Gens-d’armes, whom fhe freguently 
vifited at Verfailies, and who, finding 
her a girl of high fpirit and of afpiring 
genius, advifed her to enter herfelf ae 
a cadet, and to purfue the military 
pith to honour aud fortuae in the 
charatter ang drefsef aman...A third 
réport; and fhe moef'probable is, that 
thé abfconded from her friehda with a 
Jover in this difguife, and being after- 
wards forfaken by her fwain, who was 
an officer, fhe took fhe military life 
from*choice, after having acquréd.a 
fafie for it during hér cOehabication 
with him. But all we can’ depend on 
as authentic is, that fhe obtained acor- 
netcy of horfein the French fervice, 
when fhe was very young, that fhe af, 
terwardsrofe tothe rank of captain of 
dragoons, and aid-de.camp to, Mar, 
fhai Broglio, under whom fhe made 
more than one Campaign ip Germany 
in the lat war; and for ber perfogal 
bravery, as welt in reward for fome 
political tracts on the internal admini- 
firation of government, fhe, was-ho- 
noured withthe royal aud military, or- 
der of St. Louis, the crofs of which or- 
der fhe conffantly wore in. Eugland, 
pendant from a ribbon faflened to a 
button hole of her coat. In fine, by 
one of thofe intrigues not unufval ia 
courts, efpecially in that of France, 
fhe was taken into the minifterial de- 
partment ; but they muff be ftrangers 
rageed to the private hiftories of the 
gaiautries of Verfailles, who afcribe 
tuis promotion toany,dezree of tranf- 
cendent. erit io Mifs D’Eon. In 
arms, in letters, ind in love, fhe was 
equally hited, aad equally faccefsful. 
Ry. her {word the acquired renown, 
for perfonal. courage, wearing it ever 
rveicy 'o flap the tangue of calum:y, 
and to ratimidate forward inquirers. 
With her pen the fypported her pa- 
troops, the French maoRry, aud even 
afited them with her advice; and by 
tic powers fhe puffoffed in her narural

By fecret influence then, eafily tobe 
gueit at, fhe was appointed minifter 
plenipotentiary to the court of Peterf- 
burgh, vefied with full powers to con- 
clude a private negociation with the 
unfortunate emperor,- Peter IIT. foon 


“after ‘his acceffion ; fhe-has not thought 


proper to favour ws with the objye& 
of this commiffion ; ali we know is, 
that fhe executed it foxthe entire fatis- 
fattion of the: Brench minifiry ; and 
as a reward for this importent {ervice, 
fhe was nominated Setretaire d’Am.- 
baffade to the Duke de Nivernois, 
when he was fent to England in the 
charaGer of his late Moft Chrifian 


amajefty’s ambaflador extraordinary, 


and “minifler plenipotentiary to tne 
court of London in 1262. Upon the 
return of the Duke de Nivernois to 
France, in the month of May 1763, 
PE on was left: as is ufual charge 
affaires. in the abfence of the arnbaf- 
fador’; but the nomination of andtner 
being fufpended for fome time, the 
Duke de Nivernois made fach a repre- 
{entation, it is faid, of the fecretary’s 
abilities, that the French minifiry 
thought proper to honour: him with 
the commiffion and title of minifter 
plenipotentiary: but this was in. fact 
only anempty honour, for there could 
be no occafioa for the exercife of any 
full powers, after the ratifications of 
the treaty of peace.were exchanged. 
To fay the truth, no affair of any con- 
feqguence, with yefpect to the two 
crowns, fellunder this lady’s manage - 
ment; but having been fecretzry to 
the embafly, a poft ia fome meafure 
miniflerial, becaufe all the «:{patches 
pafs through the hands of the fecre- 
tary, this gave her an opportunity of 
detaining fome papers in her ands to 
anfwer the purposes of feif intereft at 
the expence, of political intrigues. In 
the mouth of OGober 1763, the Count 
de Guerchy appeared at St. James’s in 
the character of ambaflador from 
France, . and the fham Chevaher 
D'ion.had ciders to re-affume the 
fundions of (rcretary to the new am- 
baffador, but tenis the Chevatier potlt- 
t:.ely refn‘ed,and confronted the count 
ce Guerchyan the circle at Court, re 
taining the quality of minifter pleat- 
pulentiary, aud expecting tue howoure 
of 
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ef that rank from the king and queen. 
*Fhe court was greatly ambarraffed up- 
on this occafion : the Count de Guer- 
chy wrote home to complain of the 
infult offered to bis character ; D’Eon 
did the fame, and infifted upon hold- 
ing his rank, until the king of Fraiice, 
voder his own hand, fhould difplace 
him: a letter for this purpofe was 
immediately forwarded from the fe- 
cretary of ftate’s office at Veriaitles 
by order of the king: but this had no 
effe&t on D’Eon, who fill maintained 
her poft, until Louis XV. was obliged 
to writea letter in his own name to 
our gracious fovereign, to inform his 
majety that D’Bon had nolonger any 
public character at London, ‘upon 
which fhe was forbid the'court. Ex- 
afperated at this, our heroine came to 
an open rupture with the Count de 
Guerchy, and then firft made it 
known to both-courts, that fhe was in 
poffetiion of certain papers relative to 
the peace, which if made known to 
the public, would embroil tie people 
of Engtand with adminifiration. The 
alarm occationed by this circumftance 
was very preat m the cabinets of both 
courts, and in the firft motions of re- 
fentment ot was faid Count de Guer- 
chy was Countenatced in an attempt 
te po. fou &’ Rou; abd the matter went 
fg far that upon an information on 
Oxth, the grand jury of M ddieex 
fourd a! bibof indifnent againft the 
amvaiiador for this offence > the pro- 
feoution, however, was ftont by a writ 
of aioli profeqoi. Tne fo'loene year, 
D’ Eon publithedan account of his cor- 
refpoudeace with the Freach minrftry, 
under the pompous title of Negocia- 
tions ; but they cantained littl more 
than private lerters on trif-ae common 
butinefs. Ver toe refidttions on the 
Count de Guerchy ‘were deemed to 
amount toa libel, on ‘Which D°Bon 
was profecured in the Court of King’s 
ech, found guilty, and afterwards 
Outlawed for pon-a'ppearance. Her 
hadyihip now thought proper to ab- 
fconl, buc the court of Pratice find- 
ing her to bein the vein for publica- 
tion, and apprehenfive of Tome dif- 
azreabie citcovery, thoug't proper to 
om an éegd tothe difpures on the m- 
ercefinon af Coent Viry, the Sardi- 
Mas anbitfador, and Lord Buté, the 
Manvirciorers of the peace 5 by re- 
Calling Cuci¢ny, and at tle lime time 
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a penfion was granted to D’Eon, by 
the Court of France ; and another, if 
report fpeaks true, by Lord Bute. 
Tius made eafy in her circumflances, 
the pretended Chevalier again appear- 
éd in public, furnifhed a houfe in Petty 
France, aad lived infplendor and ele- 
gance. Before the end of the fame 
year fhe publifhed Memoires pour fer- 
vir a l’hiftoire generale de Finances 
ot Monfieur D’Eon de Beaumont, 

hevalier de Vordre royal & militaire 
de St. Louis, Capitaine de Dragons, 
Cenfeur Royal, Aid-de-Camp de IM. 
M. le Marechal, Duc & Comte de 
Broglio,et Minifire Pienipotentiaire de 
France aupresd's Roy de la Grande 
Bretagne,2vol.8vo A work of great 
erudition and ‘got unworthy cf a mi- 
nifier of flate. It fhould feem that 
D’Eon méant to have thrown herfelf 
under the protettioa of the minority 
who voted aganft the peace, if they 
had’ avaited themfélvés eariy enough 
of her offer ; bur ¢tiis being negle@ed, 
fhe accepted the peofions, and Dr. 
Mufgrave’s information of her intea- 
fons fhe turned to ridiculé, 

From this ‘period, lofing all hopes of 
being employed again in aoy public 
charater, and being onfuccefsful in 
her applications to be permitted to 
return home in fafety, fhe gave a loofe 
to the ‘pleafures of gallantry and in- 
trigue, and ia confequence of an ill- 
plriced con fdénce, the fecret concern- 
mp her fex began to be whifpered 5 
but it ‘is fatfe that fhe ever appeared 
in’ a femafe drefs at Peterfburgh, oor 
was her ex Knowa th France by more 
thin two or three perfons of rank, 
among whom were Broglio and Choi- 
ferit. The firfl rumoor that the Cheva- 
fier was a womap paffed only through 
the circles of the gay and polite about 
St James’s and Weftminfier, butthe 
affair getting wind, it reached the 
city about the winter of the year 
170, and opened a fcene of gaming 
of the moft extraordinary kind : 
premiums were given from ten to 
fi‘teen guineas to receive one hundred, 
if the chevalier, minifler, captain, &c. 
proved to be’a woman. In April 
177%, madam abfconded, and hee 
friends thought proper to. colour hes 
abfence by au alarming advertifement, 
purporting apprehenfions that fhe 
migit have been feted and carried 
Clandeflinely to France ; but’ in June 
following

If the earth inwhich you plant po- 
tatoes fhould be-hard, and-not yield to 
the preflure of the roots, it will then 
be neceflary tovhill them, but great 
care fhould be taken not to earth chem 
too much, never let them be covered 
above four inches, and this hilkng muft 
be given with difcretion, for if they 
have bedded themfelves (as they will 
in mellow land) four inches; and 

ou add four inches more éarth, you 

uffocate the fruit.--- Take an example ; 
potatoes, juft beforethey bloffom, be- 
gin to form their bulbs, if you leave 
them now, the fruit will grow rapidly, 
bat if you fhould add earth to the hill 
the young bulbs (for want of that air 
that can pervade four inches of earth) 
willperifhand otiers.will fprout above 
them ; this will be the. progrefs. of 
nature, fo long as you Continue to bur- 
den them with earth .Therefore,to pro- 
cure an early crop of potatoes, be fure 
togive them your lafi earth as foon as 
the plant is bg enough to receive it, 
when they know (excufe the mode of 
expreffion) you have left earthing 
them. they will begin to vegetate and 
increafe with great rapidity,but will not 
while you keep burdening and fiifling 
them. Thus much (at prefent)as to the 
culture, a word relative to the time of 
gathering this crop muft conclude this 
ay. Every produGion of the earth 
has its time of maturity, confequently 
the potatoe, if you harveft them before 
they are ripe, the juice will be crude ; 

_ they will be unpleafant to the tafte 
and will not keep fo well as if Cuffered 
to grow longer ; the fign of ripenefs in 
thisfruit, is the turning and fading of 
the leaf and fhrinking of the Ralk. 
It is remarkable in almoft all bulbous 
roots, efpecially the onion and potatoe, 
that they receive their firft nourifh- 
mént from the root,and Gnifh their 
Growth by what they receive from the 
top. I hope this will be received with 
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candor, as the time allowed me was very 


fhort, if this fhould be acceptable, you 
may perhaps hear further from 
AGRICOLA.

tl A T meninthe original con- 

fiitution of their minds, are nearly 
upon a0 equality, has been afferted, 
by fome of the greateit men, who have 
writteo in ancent or modern times. 
This was the opinion of Mr. Addifon, 
who feems to have fudied human na- 
ture, and wrote with clearnefs, and 
precihon, upon every fubje@, about 
which, he has employed his pen. Si- 
milar were the fentiments of the late 
Lord Chefterfield, who, in a peculiar 
manober, mace man his particular 
fiudy. £ would not have it thought 
from thefe obfervaions, that I con- 
ceive there ex:fts a perfect equality 
in the rational powers of every indi- 
vidual of the human fpecies; for it 
muft be plain, that there are, among 
our race, eminent and towering ima- 
ginations, which as far exceed, in 
fublimity of fentiment, the common 
level of mankind, as there are hills 
and mountainsin the natural world, 
rearing their lofty heads above the 
neighbouring plains. Thefe fublime 
fpiritsimbibe the dews of heaven, and 
impart their bieflings to the country 
which they inhabit, and hence, be- 
come as ufeful to their feilow men, as 
thofe mountains are, in beflowing fer- 
tity to she foil below them. But, 
would it not be as unreafonable to fay 
that, becaufe the land, in the neigh- 
bourhood of mountains, produced in 
much greater abundance, than thet, 
at a diftance from fuch a fituation, 
that therefore, the hand of cultivation 
was not ufeful, in affiftingtke earth in 
general? And would it not be equal-\_ 
ly abfurd, to affert, that becaufethere ~ 
were to be found, here and there, in 
the courfe of a century, men of un- 
common genius, who were enlightned 
as it were, with a ray from heaven, to 
inflru& and illuminate the age, in 
which they lived, that therefore, !t 
was necedary, for mankind to attend 
to the rudiments of letters, or exert 
themfelves in the education of youth. ~ 

T hat there isa confiderable fimilarity 

of mental powers, among men, is pret- 
ty Certain, notwithftaading the we 
1D 
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ingremark,We have feen men,of fo fu- 
perior natural talents to their brethren 


who, from the circumfance of Icfing a 
teg or an arm, or fome other bodily im- 
jury, bave been obliged to apply thein- 
felves to the fludy of books,making ve- 
ry confiderable improvements in litera- 


ture, and becoming abie ftatefmen, fkil- 


ful phy ficians, eminent lawyers, or leat- 
ned divines, who would have remain- 
ed but for thefe feemig- misfortunes, 
uoknowing and unknown. 

The utility of education, is a point 
which feems tobe fo wei! efabiifhec, 
that it muft appear, to thofe unacquain- 
ted with the prefent ftate of it, in the 
commonwealth, to be unneceflary 
to ufp any arguments, to perfeade the 
inhabitants into a fenfe of its impor- 


tance. But, to what caufe can it be 


attributed, that the country have ne- 
glected their ancient, laudable inftitu- 
tion of grammar f{chools? If the war 
was the fole caufe of this regle@, now 
that is over, why, in the name of good 
fenfe, can they omit this very impor- 
tant concérn any longer ? can they be 
contented, to pave thetr children 
wantweg in that knowledge, which is 
neceflary to preferve their treedom ? 
Can you, yeinattentive parents! fee 
the more enlightened part of the com- 
munity, with ail their affidvity pro- 
curing the necefflary infiru@ion for 
their children, to render them emi- 
nent, and vfeful, and. perhaps (though 
at prefent it may be joreiga to their 
views)to make their children tyraots 
ef youn heirs; and mafiers of that 
property which you have procuréd 
with labour and toil’ And will you 
not take the only fiepto prevent the 
confequences, which naturally attend 
fuch exertions ? 
'. IT may not fuppofe the nesleS of 
fup porting grammar (c hools can be the 
efie& of parfimony ; men, who have 
been excited toa fenfe of freedom, by 
the medium of that infiruétion, thé 
foundation of which was firft laid in 
the ir fiitutien of grammar fchools, can 
acver withhold from their offspring, 
the ame means of infirv€ion which 
was tie bafis of their own freedom and 
madepencence. _ 

It will not do to perfusde your- 
felves, or be perfuaced, that private 
academies will prove (ufficient for the 
diffufon of knowledge.

ever, ready to acknowledge the grez, 
advantages enjoyed in private aca. 
demies, by thofe pupils who have the 
good fortune, to be born of fuch pa- 
cents or connedied with fuch patrons, 
who have the abikty, and inclination 
to procur® fuch inftruGion for thofe 
under their care, for thefe, under the 
tutelage of men of great ahilitz and 
feleGed from the Iiterati tor this exe. 
prefs purpofe, mufl, lke the intervale 
in the neighbourheod of. tie moun 
tains alluced to above, Mare largely; 
of that fertility, .acquired: by 
faperior geniusand eminence. How. 
ever, fuch is the fituation of -muet 
the greater part of this land, indeed of 
every Community, that it cannot be. 
expedied, that manycan receive fuch 
peculiar advantages. 

I knowit has been faid, that had net. 
private academies been inftituted in, 
the time of war,the fpirit of education 
would have been abolifhed. This: 
feems to be begging the greftion; I 
grant, that during the war, from a 
great variety of extraordinary caufes, 
the zeal and attention to town {chools, 
remitted, in many plaees ; bor, had 
there been no fuch inflitution as aca- 
demies, men of wealth and influence, 
would probably have procured in- 
firu@iors intheir refpeGive towns. 

The ftate of Conneticut have, with 
great good fenfe, attended to this inflt 
tytion of fchools, in all their towns, fo 
that at this feafoun of the year, wihea 
onr fchools in the country, were fore 
mer!y but ttle frequented, a traveller 
can fcarcely pafs through a town in 
that fiatebut he obferves the fchools 
thronged and generally atrended by 
youth of both fexes. This intelli- 
pence I have from a gentleman, who 
has lately been through 2 great part of 
that country, and made the above re- 
mark, with that 
fhould expe the fight would produce, 
in the mind of a true republican. Bot. 
my fellow countrymen! fhould pou 
continue your negligence and mateo. 
tion, to this important imflitation at. 
youracvanced age, you may fae the 
jaurels of your youthful days wither 
on your brows; your lilver locks may 
bow in obeifance to a tyrant’s mate 
date,and your aged fhovlders mey 
hend beneath a load impofed by fomet 
haughty mafley. !

Although the Arthor ofthis hook 
be Known to have warmiy efpoufed 
the party of Montgolfier, in oppoS- 
tion to that of Charles (for there are 
parties even concerning Balloons) yet 
his reputation, as a miu of tearning 
and veracity is{uficientiy eRablithed, 
and the fa‘ts he here alledges are in 
general, as we have had o¢ portunities 
to afcertain by coilateral evidence, 
flated with fofficient accuracy to juf- 
tify usin taking bim for our guide in 
this narrative. 

The Preface contains a fhort furvey 
ef what projets have formerly been 
fuggefted for the purpofe of floating 
heavy bodies in the atmofpheére ; the 
principal of which are thofe of Lana, 
a Jefuit of Brefcia, and of Galien, a 
Dominican of Avignon, both’ which 
however were, upon well eftablifhed 
Principles, found by theory to be tm- 
poffible in the execution*. Due ho- 
nour is paid to Mr. Cavailoof Londen, 
Who, in 1782, feemingly with a view 
to this difcovery, tried to fill bags of 
P@per and bladders with infammabie 
lr; but failedin his attempts, by the 
unexpefed permeability of papér te 
inflammable air, and the too great 
Proportienal weight of the Common 
fized bladders. Had hethen thooght 
of émployine gummed filk, or gold.

I. Tue honour of the dfcoverys is 
certamly due tothe brothers Stephen 
aod Jofeph Montgelfi-r, propriet: rs 
of a confiderabie paper manufacture 
at Aunonay, atown inthe Vivarais, 
abour thirty fix miles fouth of Lyons: 
and their inveution is the more to be 
admired, as it 1s nosthe efe@ of the 
lateddfcovery of a permanent eiaft:c 
fuid lighter than tne camymon are, but 
of properties of matter long known, 
andin the hands of the many acute 
philofophers of this and of the lat 
century. They conceived that the 
effe& they looked for might be ob- 
tained by confining vapours lighter 
than Common air, in aninv-rted bag, 
or covering, fufficientiy compa to 
prevent their evaporation, and fo 
light, that whéa imflated, its own 
weight, added tothat of tne inclofed 
vapour, might fall fomewhat fhort of 
the weight ef the a:r which its bulk 
d:fplaces. 


On the’e principles, they prepared 
matters for an @€xperiment. They 
formed a bag, or balloon, of linea 
Clotn, lined with paper, nearly 
fpherical,and meafuring about 3¢ fect 
in diameter *, its folid contents were 
about 22,000 cubic feet, a fpace nearly 
aqual to that occupied by 1980 Ib. of 
common air, of 2 mean temparature, 
on the level of the fea. The vapour, 
which, by conje@ure, was about half 
as light as common air, weighed g9o!b. 
The balloon, together witha wooden 
frame fufpended to the bottom, which 
was to ferve as ballaft, weighed qgolb. 
whence it appears that the whole mut 
have’ been about soolb. lighter than 
an equal bulk of commonair. This 
difference of {pecific gravity, by which 
thefe bodies are made to rife, we thalt 
henceforth, without warranting the 
propriety of the expreffion, call theit 
power of afcenfion. 

The sth of June 1783, was fixed en 
for the difplay of this fingular experi-

were then affembied at Annoway, were 
invited to tie exiub.tion. The flaccid 
bag was fufpendedon a pole 25 feet 
high 3 flraw aad chopped weol were 
burnt under the opening at the bot- 
tom; the vapour, or rather {moke, 
foon inflated the bag, fo as‘o difead 
itin all its parts; anc,on a fudden,this 
immenfe mais afcended in the air with 
fucha veicc ty thatia kf than ten mr 
Nutes it appeated to be about 1000 
to:fes above the heads of the {pectaters. 
A breeze cwred it about1zoo toiles 
from tie [pot whence it departed 5 end 
then the vapour, e:therefcaping thro’ 
fome loop holes that bad been acc 

Centally ieft in the confiruction, or 
being condenfed hy the coidnefs of the 
circumambient air,the g'obe defcended 
pradually on a vineyard, with fohtne 
preffure that none of the fiakes were 
broken,and fearce any of the branches 
of the vines bent. 

II. Tne rumour of this facceisful 
experiment fooa reached the meiro- 
polis, and roufed the emulation of the 
Parifian philofephers. Without wait- 
ing for particuliar infhiuttoos from 
the inventors, they refetted ou a me- 
thod of theirown; abd reicived, in-

flead of vapour, to ule iufiamraable 
air; the fpec:fic weight of which, when 
pure, they knew to vé totnat of com- 
mon airnearly as ten toone*®, 

The proceisof producing ibis ar, 
beng very expeniive, the author of 
toe book now before us, fet cn foota 
fubfcription ; and having foon trailed 
a fufScientfum, M. Cuarces, Pro- 
fefor of experimental philcfophy, and 
and M. RopertT, a mathematical tp- 
ftrumeat-maker, were fet to work: 
and they confirn@ed a giche cf iute- 
firing (taffetas) glazed over with etaf- 
tic gum diffoi-ed in fome kind of feirit 
or cffential ol. After many dificul- 
ties and difappoirtments, which will 
ever attend frfi effays, they fucceedec, 
in two days, to fill this globe with in- 
flammable air, produced from 1000 Ib. 
of iron filings, and 4938-1! of vitriouc 
atid, diluted in four times its quantity

of water. This globe meafured fa feet 
2 inches in diameter, its folid cod- 
tents were 973 feet 6 tines cubic, and 
iS power of aicenfion was fouad equab 
tu 35 tb. 

ise arth of Auguft 1782, having 
been bued on for the exhibition of this 
experiment,the baltoon was conveyed, 
Inthe preceding wight floating in the 
airy, from a Court neirthe Pisce des 
Victoires,whereit had been confiru@: 
ed, io the Champde Mars. Ourav- 
thor indulges bis lively im2gination 
in a icky cefcriptioa of this nocturnal 
procethion, which, helays, roved along 
Wn the Gead of might, atrended by a 
yertty Of guards, with bghted torches, 
and feemed fo awful, tuat the hack- 
nev coachmen who happened to he 
in is way, cefcended from ther feats, 
and cevontiy proftraied tihemfelves 
Deiore the iupernatural being that ad» 
vanced infuch folema flate. 

Tie concourfe of people, on foot 
and in cariiages. was fo immenfe ir 
the Champ ce Mirs, that a large 
body of troops were drawn out to 
prevent ditturbances. Az five o’ciock 
in the after-noon, a fignat having been 
given by the fring of a mortar, the 
cords that conhnec tie gicbe were cut, 
and it rote, in lefs than two minutes, 
to a height of near 500 toifes. It 
there enicred a clouc, but foon ap- 
peared agan, efcendmue to a much 
greater heght; and at lafiit was loft 
among other clouds. 

Ovr Author jufiiy cenfures the 
conduct of this experiment; obferving 
that too much mfammabie air, and 
that even fome Common air had beea 
intreduced into the globe, which being 
clofed an ail fides, left no room for the 
expantion of this elafiic fluid when if 
fhould arrive to a more rarifed inedi- 
um. We Sud, in fa&, that it mvf 
Lave burft :2 confequence of this €x- 
panfion 3 finee, after having floated 
about three quartersofan hour, it fell 
ina ftld rear Gonefs, a viliege about 
fifteen miles N. N. W. of tie Champ 
de Mars. It mutt be allowed, that 
the mere evaporation of the air coul: 
not wel! have beco the caufe of its del- 
cending fo fucn.. Many periodical 
papers Lave alreaty entertained the 
public w.th ludicrous accounts of the 
efionifnment of the peafants who 
found ‘t,a2ndofthe rcuzh crearmentit 
received 2t their hancs. 
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Vif. It may eafily be imagined, t%at 
thefe brilliant fuccefies annimated the 
geal of all the curious in the metropo- 
hs; and that many eflays were made to 
repeat the fame experimeats upon a 
{mallerfcale. Our author, accord- 
ingiy,in a third chapter, mentions a 
number of thefe fecond:ary attempis ; 
npon which we fhall dweil no long: 
than only to obterve, that they fuc- 
ceeded with globes made of gold-beat- 
er’s (kin; aud only 12 inchesin diame- 
ter, which berng thought the leaft that 
could be made tg afcend, confidering 
that the proportionate weight of the 
materials increafe asthe bulk is dimi- 
nifhed, were called minimums. 

IV. M. Montgolfier junior, having 
arrived at Paris a few days before the 
experiment at the Champ de Mars, 
was defired by the royal Academy of 
Sciences to repeat the experiment of 
Annonay. He accordingly conftru@- 
ed, in a garden, in the Fauxbourg St. 
Germain, a balloon of an elliptical 
form, 70 feet high and 40 feet in dia- 
mete It was lined both infide and 
outfide with paper. Its power of af- 
cenfion was found, upon calculation, 
tobe about 1250/b. it was filled in 
ten minutes by the burning of 50 lb. 
of fraw and 10 lb. of chopped wool. 
It was loaded with a weight of soolb. 
and afcended, faflened to ropes on the 
12th of September, in the prefence of 
the deputies of the Royal Academy. 
Eut it proving a very rainy day, tne 
whole apparatus was fo effentially da- 
maged, that it was not thought proper 
to fet it loofe. 

V. Wecome now to the experi- 
ment made on the roth of September, 
in the prefence of the King and Queen, 
the Court, and all the Parifians who 
(ould procure a conveyance to Ver- 
filles. This bailoon was ¢7 feet high 
and gt in diameter. Its power of 
alcenfion, allowing for a wicker Cagé, 
containing a fheep, acock, and a duck, 
which was fufpended to it, was egual 
to 696lb. As only four days had been 
lowed for making this machine, it 
wid not. therefore, be lined with 
Paper, IVa. M. had predicted, that it 
WOuld remade the air about 29 mi- 
Rates; and, with a moderate wind, 
Mert Gort toa diflance of about 2909 
fofes, Bat, beGdes fom? imperfectioa 
the coutruction, owing tothe great 
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fudden guft of wind, while it was in- 
flating, made two rents feven feet long 
near the top, wiich could not but in 
fome meafure prevent the promifed 
ed=&. It fwelled, however, in 11 mi- 
nutes fufficiently to rafe it above 249 
toifes;it Roated tothe d lance of near- 
ly 1700 toifes ; and,after having beenin 
tie air abouc eight minutes, it fubfided 
gradually in the wood of Vaucreffon. 
Tie annimalsin the cage were fafely 
landed. The fheep wis found feeding ; 
the cock had received fome hurt on 
one of his wings, probably from a kick 
of the fheep: the duck was perfe@ly 
well. 

VI. M. Montgolfer determined 
now to repeat the experiment under 
more favourable circumflances, and 
more at his leifure. He, therefore, 
made a new balloon, in a garden, in 
the Fauxbourg St. Antoine, which 
meafured 70 feet in height, and 46 
feetin ciameter. A gallery of wicker 
was contrived round the apperture at 
the bottom ; under which an iron 
grate or brazier was fufpended, and 
port holes opened on the infide of the 
gallery, towards the aperture, through 
which any perfon cu: roburet as tri- 
plex circa peCtus fuerit, who might 
yenture to afcend, might teed the fre 
on the grate, and thus keep up the 
vapour, {moke, or as we rather ap- 
prehend, the dilitation of the air, in 
this vaft cavity. 

On the 15th of O@ober, M. Pilatre 
ceRofier, no doubt the moft intriped 
philofopher of the age, placed himfelf 
inthe gallery, afcended about 8o feet 
from the ground, and there kept the 
bailoon afloat for fome time, by re- 
peatedly throwing firaw and wool 
vponthefire. In this experiment it 
was found, that the defcent ofa gicbe 
(provided no extraordinary accident 
happened to it) muft neceffarily be 
gradual; and that it will always light 
roftly upon the ground, fince, in fa, 
in every part of its defcent it enters a 
denfer medium 5; whence its velocit 
in falling, will rather be retarded than 
accelerated. On the 19th of O&ober, 
M.P.ceR. afcended a fecond time, 
about2sofeet. After continuing fla- 
tienary about eight minutes, a guft of 
wind carried the hatloon among fome 
trees, where it intangled itfe!lf fo as to 
indanger tis beg torn to pieces. Bur, 
en M, PB 
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on M. R. throwing fome frefh ftraw 
upon the fire, it immediately reafcend- 
ed,amid the loud acclamatiens of a vat 
multitude of people, whe little expect- 
ed to fce to fuddena recovery. The 
balloon wasthen hauled dows,and M. 
Giron de Villette placed himfelf in the 
galery opp firetoM. R. They were 
ouce more let up 3 aud, for fome time, 
hovered over Paris, in the fight of al! 
its inhabitants, at the height of 324 
feet 

VII, Matters feemed now ripe for 
a free aerial navigation. A fivwke 
battoon, very fiinilar to the one laf 
cefurbed, was prepared to go off at 
Ja Muetie, a royal palace in the bois 
de Boulogne, wiere, we are nformed, 
the K a2?» children now ofvaily refide. 
Aili tuings be vg ready, on the 2ift of 
November, M.Pilatre de Roti r took 
his poft inthe gallery, andthe Mar- 
gus D’ArbLann. s, a major of infan- 
try, placed himie.f on the oppofite fide 
of this galiery as a counterpoife to 
prefervetie equilibrium of the ma- 
cime, After repairing fome damage 
done to the bailoon in a firft effay, 
it Was, af 54 minutes after one, abfo- 
lurely abaudonedto tue element ; and 
it afcended with great rapidity. 

When thefe beld anventurers were 

about 250 feet iu the air they waved 
their hats tothe afton fhed multnude; 
but they foon after rote too high to 
be diffinguifhed, and are thought to 
have foared toan elevation of about 
3000 fect. The hiftory of this navi- 
sie (as we Collect, not from this 

ook, but from private information 
which we hive reafon to think au- 
thentic)is, in faG, tie hiftory of the 
alarms of the Marquis D’Arlandes. 
When he found himtelf fo high that 
hecould no louger diflinguith the ob 
jes upon earth, ne thoug>t both his 
amb tron and his curiofity f ficiently 
grat fied, and cefired h.s companion 
to ceafe laying ftraw upon the fire, 
that they mg'it defcend. M.P. ce 
Rozier, however, deaf to thefe re- 
monfirances, continued his operations, 
and the Marquis continues murmur- 
ing. At iength, being at the highet 
elevation above mentioned, the latter 
perceive! fome holes burnt in the 
fides of the balloon, and likewife heard 
fome cracks near the top of the ma- 
Chine, which (eemed to menace in- 
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ftant deftru@tion. He then became 
outrageous 3; quickly clapped wet 
fponges to the burning noles 5 and 
vowed that, if his Companion would 
now defcend, he wouid take upon 
limfeif tne whoie blame of having 
thus fhorreaed. their navigation. M, 
P.de R. at fength liflened to hisur- 
geat folicitations ; but on approach- 
ing the earth they found that they 
were defcending inimediately over the 
Seine; and fearing leaft they might 
be carried away by the curreat ofair 
that generally attends ftreams of wa- 
ter, tue Marquis was glad to affift in 
turowing freih flraw upon the fire ; 
and thus they rofe again to a confi- 
derable height. On their next ap- 
proach to the earth, the Marquis fee- 
ing tue danger they were in of being 
fpitted on tne weather-cock of thé 
Javal:ds, haftily threw a frefh bundle, 
offtraw upon the fire, and even fpread 
it, in-order toraife a greater blaze.--- 
Ths carried them over a great part 
of Paris, where they took care’to clear 
all the fteeples, &c. and paffiag the 
Boulevard, they lauded fafely in a 
field near Bicetre, without having 
experienced the leaft real inconvent- 
ency. The diftance they went was 
between 4and sooo toifes. They were 
in the air about 25 minutes. The 
coliective weight of the whole appa- 
ratus,including that of the two travel- 


lers, was between 16 and 1700 Ib. and 


when they landed, they had twos 
thirds of their combuftibles full left 
in flere. 

VIIi. The book we are here re- 
viewing, was, no doubt, printed, and 
perhaps publifhed, before the exit- 
bition of a fecoid aerial navigation 
(which may more properiy be termed 
a voyage), fince the author makes no 
mention of it. As we with tolay be- 
fore our readers a complete fummary 
of all that has been hitherto done im 
this extraordinary bufinefs, we fhall 
here collet, from affidavits, and other 
authentic aocounts, the moft flriking 
circumftances of this bold enterprize. 

The globe prepared for this expe- 
dition, was made like that of the 
Champ de Mars (No. IL.) of pores 
of {ilk, alternately red ane white, and 
glazed with fome fort of gum. It 
was {pherical, and meafured 26 feet 
ia diameter. It was filled with infem- 
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gable air, the making of which alone 
cot 5000 livres) The expence of the 
whole apparatus amounted to no lefs 
than 10,000 livres. A net. wasfpread 
over the upper hemifphere, which 
fu;ported a hoop that furrounded 
the middie ; to this hoop was fufpend- 
ed, by means of feveral cords, a boat, 
that fwung at a {mall diftance helow 
the bottom. of the globe, and which 
was fo finely ornamented, as to de- 
ferve, in this refpect, the name they 
gave it at Paris of a TRIUMPHANT 
can. In order to prevent the burft- 
ing of the globe in a rarefied medium, 
an opening had been left witha valve 
toit, which gave vent to the interior 
air, but fatfered none of the exterior 
toenter, A long filken pipe or gut 
proceeded’ from this aperture, the far- 
ther end of which one of the naviga- 
| wts held in his hand; and thereby 
obtained. a confiderable command 
evefthe inflammable air. The car 
was ballafled with fand bags. By 
thefe. means they hoped, and in fa& 
they fucceeded, to guide them(cIves 
in point of elevation 5 for, by letting 
fome of the air eicape, they naturally 
defcended, and on difcharging fome 
of eneie ballaft they were fure to af- 
cend. 

The rft of December laft was fixed 
upon for this pompous difplay. Two 
hundred thoufand people affembledia 
and near the garden of the Tfiuille- 
és. The apparatus ftood on a {caf- 
folding raifed for the purpofe, in the 
middle ofa piece of water, to prevent 
is being approached by the multi- 
tude. Upon this it refed, merely by 
the weight of the ballaft in the car. 
The friends of the navigators had 
Rored it with ptenty of provifion and 
Clothing ; befides which, proper in- 
fruments were alfo embarked. A 
fmall balloon, which had been pre- 

ered for the purpofe, was offered to 

Montgolfier, who, at the requeft 
of M. Cnarles cut the fring by which 
twas heid, and by this ailegory ta- 
citly received the tributary homage 
due to him and bis brother as the au- 
thors of the invention. 

At go minutes after one Meffrs. 
Ciiarles and Robert afcended the Car. 
They threw out 19 Ib. of ballaft, and 
inftantly rofe, with an accelerated ve- 

city, to the height of about 300

toifes. No acclamation, no found was 
heard, for the,multitude flood filent 
with fear and amazement. The na- 
vigators, however, gave fignals of 
their fecurity, by frequently waving 
two pennants ; and M. Charles ap- 
prized his friends below. that they 
were eafy aod happy, by a notehe 
threw down among the crowd. After 
continuing a fhort time ftationary, 
they perceived themfelves moving 
nearly horizontally, inthe dire@ion 
of N. N. W. Fiading that fome of 
the inflammable air evaporated, they 
difcharged fome ballaft, and foon after 
obferving thatthe heat of the fun dilar. 
ed the infammable-air, they fuffered 
fome ofitto efcape; and thus they 
kept pretty nearly in the fame level. 
In tais manner they floated twice a- 
crofs the Seine; and over many towns 
and villages, the furprize of woof in- 
habitants can more eafily be conceiv~- 
ed than defcribed. About 55 minutes. 
after their departure, tney. found 
them(elves out of fight of Paris; they 
thea defcended fo low as to fkim 
along the furface of the ground, and 
converfed with feveral labourers 
in the fields: feeing a hill before them 
they caft fome - their fuperfuous 
clothing out of the-car, and thus clear- 
ed theeminence. They now -made a 
comfortable meal. Finding themfelves 
near the Ifle D’Adam, where the 
Prince of Conti has a Palace, they a- 
gain approached the ground, enquired 
after the Prince, and were told that 
he wasat Paris. At forty five minutes 
after three they found themfelves o- 
ver Nefle, a {mail town about nine 
leagues ( twenty-feven Englifh miles) 
from Paris. And there, after fliding 
alittle way along the furface of the 
ground, they alighted gently, and 
without the leaft fhock or concuffion, 
in a field. 

Of a great number of thofe who had 
galloped after the balloon from the 
Thuilleries, only the Dukes de Char- 
tres and Fitz James, and Mr. Farrer, 
au Englith gentleman, who had relays 
pofted ia the direction of the wind, ar- 
rived a few minutes after the landiag. 
The others either lamed or killed their 
hor(es or grew tired of the purfuit. 
After the warmeft congratulations, an 
affidavit was drawn up, and figaed by 
all the parties prefent. 

M. Charles 
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M. Charles now declared his inten- 
tion to reafcend alone; but to thisthe 
Duke de Chartres confented, only on 
condition that he would retura in 
half an hour. M. Robert atighted, 
and by the diminution of bis weight, 
the machine acquired a power of 
afcenfion equal toabout ivolb. 

' M. Charlies madea figoal toa 

number of peafants wiio leaned again ft 
the edge of the car to keepit down, to 
withdraw on afudden, which being 
done, he rufhed ito the air, with 
great velocity. Inten minutes he 
thought himfelf at the elevation of 
about 1s5e0 torfes. The globe being 
uow into rarefied a medium {welled 
conficerably, but fome of the infiam- 
mable air being let out, it rofe fill 
higher. Che barometer which befpre 
his departure ftood at 28 inches 4 lines, 
had now fallen to 18 inches ro lines. 
Tie thermometer from 7d. sabove o, 
erthe freezing point on Reaumur’s 
jcale, had funk to sd. below o. A dif- 
ference of about 28d. of Farenheit’s 
fosle. From thefe data the elevation 
af the globe was eftimated at 1524 
coifes.* The fcene that here prefent- 
ed itfet!, muff no doubt have been aw- 
fui aud fublime beyond defcription. 
M Charles had feea the fun fetting 
before he left tle land, but it fooa 
rofe to him again, and not long after 
be faw it feta fecondtime. The va- 
pours rifing from the ground colle&- 
ed clouds under his feer, covered the 
earth, 2nd concealed it from his fight: 
The moon fhone, and ita pale Ight 
fmead various hues over the fantaf- 
:¢ forms of thefe accumulated maf 

fes. No wonder that the rf mortal 
eye who ever, in fuch crcumfances, 
beleid fo mayeftic 1 {cene, could not 
refrain from fhedding tears of j-y and 
admiration}. But recolletting now his

few things, in our oninion, are better 
pCured than the imoreffions he de- 
wed from the magnificent difoliy

refolved to defcend,---he fuffere 
fome of the inflammable air to efcape, 
and he was moreover affifted by the 
coolnefs of the evening which con. 
deufed thatair. The globe was about 
half emptied when it fettled geatly ig 
atallow, about three miles fram the 
place from whence it had afcended 
the fecond time. This fecond fight 
lafied about 35 minutes. All the in- 
conveniéice ne had experienced in 
that elevated region, was a dry, fharp 
cold, with a pain in one of his ears, 
and 2 part of hs face; which he 
aicribed to the dilatation of internal 
air. Wemutft here obferve, that the 
finall balloon let off by M. Mont. 
os was found at Vincennes, in 3 
irection oppofite to that taken by the 
reat balloon. A circumftance which 
proves the different dire@ions of wing 
at differen® elevations, whence n 
{mall advantages may probabl* be 
derived, fhould aerial navigation ever 
be reduced to pra@iice. Thus far the 
experiments hitherto made.

T isa fine entertainment to take 

a view of the human toul, as fheis 
feated in ali her grandeur; difpenfes 
her orders to the var’ous menberss 
and prefides in the court of the fenfes. 

The foul of mau, as it labours under 
many inconveniences and difhonours 
from its prefent union tothe body; fo 
it aifo enjoys fome diguities and fatis- 
fattions, of which a created {pirit un- 
embodied is, perhaps, utterly incapa- 
be. Qn the one hand, innumerabie 
pains and languors hang like fo many 
Chains about it,which take their origina 
from the fefh: on thecontrary, a thou 
fand delights (pring up in tne fenfes, 
giide fmoothly into the brain, paint 
~ imagination, and fmile upon the 
oul. 


It is a pleafant fpeculation, to repre 
fent the mind as the fits retired in ner 


fecret apartment and collected in per felf 


judges of the feveratd:fferent reports 
thetenfes. Nomonarch on histhrone 
is attended by fervants fo Gilipent, €X- 
aét and numerous. Tne eyes waxed 
and roll about for her recreation av 
improvement ; inform ber ef the pro 
miicuous 
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mifcudus colours of objets; and Rill 
ent her with fome fineand eiegant 
dure. The ears open to entertain her 
wich the miftery of fouads, warn her 
of difeords and a harfh noife, or tranf- 
port her with the heavenly ftrains of 
barmony. ' She determines upon taties 
by the various reports of the patare ; 
the olfattory nerves segale her with 
incenfe and perfume; and tue ideas 
oftouch travel vp to her throne 
through a million of different roads. 
By a fingle att of her will, fhe cancom- 
mand an army of bones and tendons, 
and at leaft fifty complaifant mufcles 
fand ready to flatter her whenever 
fhe is difpofed to taugh. 


Among the numerous organs of the 
body, none enterta‘ns the foulin a more 
agreable manner than the Eye. All 
nature is Covered with charms toallure 
aadtranfport the faculty of feeing. For 
this, the light piays about the fields of 
ether, and paints the earth about 
us with its various landicapes. The 
glow of bloffoms in the fpring, the 
changing verdureof theimmmer groves 
the blufh of the autumnal [ruits,or the 
vafullied luftre of the fnows in winter, 
areowing to its promifcuous rays. It 
isto this that evea the lovely fex owe 
their moft refiflefs graces. It {catters 
the fair temple, and the rofy cheek 
with its blended colours ; lights up a 
circle of beauties round the exit form; 
aad kindles a rapture ia tue heart 
of the {pectator. 


If the delights of the eye are very 
fyperior, no lefs wonderful isits firuc- 
fure, and manner of operation. Tho’? 
thetheory of founds is perplexed with 
preater myfteries tham that of vifion, 
and there have been more nice ad- 
wances made in the knowledge of the 
eye than of theear: yet the vifive fa- 
tulty fill remains full of curiofities and 
woaders, to amufe the ingenious, and 
puzzle the inquilitive. The feveral 
humonrs that refraft and temper the 
rays of light, as they pafs through to 
gild the retina ; the feveral tunicles 
that inveft and feperate them ; toge- 
ther with the mafcles that give them 
their fudden and eafy roll, and the 
herves which propagate the fenfation 
to the brain, are fo many demonfira- 
tions of an All-wife Creator ; and 
frike tie ucmiring philofopher iato a 
Profound reverence and devotion. 
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| Sight isthe moft neceffary of all the 
fen'es, for the well-being of the living 
world. However difficult it may feenr 
to determ ne, which of the fenfes is 
moft neceffary for the individual, it is 
very plain, fight is of the greatett im- 
portance to the fpecies. Atl mankind 
might, perhaps, Rill live in communi- 
ties, and maintain their forms of go- 
vernment, without the fen‘es of {mell/ 
Or taite, or nearing, but it would be 
hext to impoffible forthem to fubfif 
were an univerfat blindnefs fcattered 
through the race. 

Tne feveral (enfes in the poffeifior 
of man, appearto meto obferve the 
following order and method, as ther 
afcend gradually one above another. 
The loweft of all is that of fmelling. 
Next above, and of a very near af- 
finity to this, is the tafe As the 
hearing is a mruch nobler power than 
ether of them, fo it employs more or- 
gans, a@s in a flronger mioner, and 
enjoys a much wider compafs of ope: 
ration. The fight crowns the whole: 
It is of more importance in its ufes ; 
more various in its pleafures ; more 
arbitrary in its ation, and as much 
quicker in difpatch, as it commands 
alarger {phere ia which to exertit- 
felf. My reader will obferve, that I 
have left the feeling entirely out of this 
fcale of fenfe, as it poffefies no parti- 
cular place of excellence, but isa kind 
of general medium tothemall. Or, to 
{peak morsinteiligibly, the (mell, the 
tafie,the hearing, and the ight, are alt 
but fo many diifereat modes of feel- 
ing. 

If the fzht claims the precedence of 
the other fenfes, how grest fhould be 
our Comm:feration to thofe few unhap- 
py parts of our fpecies, who from 
their birth are i: in a total biindnefs. 
They can form no idea of the moft 
beautiful fcenes in nature; and are in 
amanner dead to the fublimeft fatis- 
fa€tions of lie, They wander in fhades 
and darknefs, among all the glories of 
colour and light. Neither the delica- 
cy of blufh ia the fkies, nor tne glow of 
the weftern heavens ia the evening, 
can give one fingle joy to dawn upoa 
their fancy. Tue gloom of midnight, 
and the blaze of noon are alike to 
them ; and they are equally infenfible 
of the fierce {plendour of the fun, and 
the fofter lgnts of the lefs, or more 
¢.fant luminaries, 

Ihave 
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I have often fancied to myfelf, that 
our ideas of the invifible world, are 
altogether as remote from the reality, 
as the imaginations which a man born 
blind, forms about colours. The way 
we have got of confounding fpiritual 
and fenfibie thingstogether,and mixirg 
the conceptions of vifible and inviftble 
obje&s, teams with as many abfurdi- 
ties,as a man blind from his birth would 
make ina treatife ppontheraysof light. 
It isa well-known ftory of one of thefe 
dark gentiemen, that when he had 
w.th much labour and application ftu- 
died the nature of sCARLET, he with 
uncomman fagacity and penetration, 
determined, it muft needs be exa@ly 
lke the found ofa Trumpet. Our 
bleffed Saviour alludes to this incapa- 
city of mankind fo funk io fenfe,to 
conceive the things of another world, 
when -be tells us, <‘df IT bhaverold you 
eartiily things, and ye believe not, 
how fhall ye ‘beiieve if I te!) you of 
heavenly things.”? Objeéts and a@ions 
of fo different a nature from any thing 
we have feen, could never be defcribed 
to our vnderftandings any more tian 
colours and light may be brought 
down to the apprehenfions of aman 
who never faw either, Thofe who 
would be glad of an example to il- 
budtrate the impotence of the imagina- 
tion to conceive fome fimple image, 
which it never received by the eyes, 
would do well to form an idea of the 
colour of thofe garments, with which, 
the Author of “ A Voyage to the 
World in the Moon,” fays, the lunar 
inhabitants covered themfelves from 
the cold, when his traveller faw them. 
He tells us, that the cclour was the 
moft beautifvl he ever faw, but he 
could not defcribe it, becaufe it was as 
different from any cc’:tur upon earth, 
as red and white. 

Having thus prepared my reader 
for it, I intend in my next to give 
hima late hiflory, from the Phiiefo- 
phical TranfaRions, of the cureot a 
perfon blind from his infancy.

Perceive by your la& you are en- 
raptured with ford Cuhefier fic, 


nor dol wonder at it ; I fhould have 
no opinion of your tafte, if you was noe 
Charmed with the'correa ftile, the ele. 
gant diétion,the harmony of language, 
the thoufand beauties of expreffiog 
that run parraliel with the Knowledge 
of the world, and the arts of life, 
through this complete fy ftem of refine. 
ment.———This mafleriy writer has 
furnifhed the prefent generation with 
a code of politenefs, which, perhaps, 
furpaffes any thing of the kind in the 
Englifh language. But when he facti. 
fices truth toconvenience, probity to 
pleafure, virtue to the graces, generof- 
ty, gratitude, and all the ‘finer feelings 
of tae foul, toa momeDtary gratifica- 
tion, we cannot but pity the man, as 
much as we admirethe author; aad 
I never fee this fafcinating collegtion 
of letters, taken up by the youthfyl 
reader, but I trembie, leaf the honeyed 
po fon, that lurks beneath the faire 


flowers of fancy and Roetoric, fhould 


leave a deeper tintture on the mind, 
than, even bis documents for an ex. 
ternal decency and the femblance of 
morality. 


I have noqutrrel with the graces; 
I love the Douceurs of Civility, tie 
placid manners, L’atmable, and aif 
the innocent arts of engaging the ef- 
teem, and alluring the affettions of 
mankind =———The paffion is laudable, 
and may be indulged to the highet 
pitch, coniifient with the eternal law 
of rectitude ; but I love better that 
franknefs and fincérity, which befpeak 
a foul above diffimulation ; that genes 
rous, refolute, manly fortitude, that 
equally defpifes and refifts the tempta- 
tionsto vice in the Purlieu’s of the 
Brothel, or the asti-chamber of the 
Princes, in the arms of the emaciated, 
diftempered proftitute, or beneath the 
fmiles of the painted courtefan, who 


decorates her guilty charms even with © 


the blandifhments of honour. And 
however ennobled by birth, dignified 
by rank, or juftly admired for his liters 
ary produftions, I muft beg leave to 
ditfer from his Lordthip, and thinkit 
by no means neceflary that a gentle- 
man, inorder tobe initiated into the 
{cience of good breeding, thoald drop 
his humanity; or to acquire a courtly 
mein and become an adept in politenefss 
that he fhould renounce the moral feel- 
ings > 
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ings: orto be mafter of the graces, 
that his life fhoutd be a conirail to 
every precept of Chriftianity. 

- Can there be a portrait more unna- 
tural and deformed, or an object more 
completely ridiculous, than that of a 
father exerting aj the powers of bril- 
jiant talents, aided by the chicanery 
of fubtle politicians, tne falie reafon- 
ings of the infidel tribe, and the vulgar 
witticifirs of all the voluptaarics from 
Julius Cafar to Borgia, to aroufe the

andphilofophy. And, ifin the pangs 
of paternal anxiety, be had foinetimes 
omitted the confonant S. and incul- 
cated on his votary of pleafure, the 
neceflity of a fpark of grace in the 
heart,however exploded by les beaux- 
efprits, it mght have produced a 
brighter embelltifhment of manners :n 
the perfon, tian all his lordfhip’s fiu- 
died rules, his laboured maxims, his 
machiavilian politicks, improved in 
the religious f{chooi of Voltaire, or 
fupported hy ail the advocates for 
fimulation,and d:fimulation,that have 
lived fince tne Auguftan age, when 
luxury was in its zenith, tillthe more 
perfect mode! of education, exhib:ted 
by the noble Lord Chefter: fel, - But 
ladmire his fermon on Saswrtter im 
moaa.iertiter inves; yet, believe thefe 
happy emanations are, much oftener, 
the effets of a confcious morsal! princt- 
ple, than the refulr of that finifhed 
turpitude, held up under a flimfey vel 
of deception, and urgedon Mr, Stan- 
hope as the point of perfettion ; and 
Tam perfuaded, had the fame brillaucy 
of thought, and the many maflecly 
flrokes of genius been played off, witha 
aview to fome higher motives of ac- 
tion ; had his lordiip laid a litle more 
frefs on purity of fentiinent,and lefs on 
the efGcacy of intrigue and gallantry,'t 
might have corretted the errors of ins 
Taw travéliler,and,perhaps,fooner have 
tubbed off tle aukwarduefs inherent 
to his Chara@er, than vx cout wr about 
which the careful parent is fo folicitous. 
His Lordihip’s feverity to the ladies 
Only reminds me of the fable of tie 
hon and the man; I think his trite, 
backaneyed, vulgar obteryations, the 
it 
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contempt ke affe‘ts to pour on fo fair 
apart of the creatior, aré a8 much 
beaeath the refeatmenut of a woman of 
education and reflection, as derogatory 
to tne canduor aad penerofity of a wri- 
ter of his acknowlezed rbrities aud 
fame ; andI believe in this age of re- 
finement and philofophy, few men in- 
dulge a peculiar afpenty with regart 
to tue fex in general, but fuch as have 
been unfortunate in their acguaint- 
ance, unfuccefsful in ther addre(s, 
or foured from repeated difappoint- 
méats; and nowever practicable this 
Connoleur in the fprit of tntrguc, 
mght announce the conjueft of the 
whole fex,it kas been aflerted by one 
of bis biographers, that he was nevec 
knowa to be fuccefsful in any of hs 
gp liantries, but that which brovgne 
Mr. Stanhopeintothe world. Lever 
confidered |} uman nature as the t:m2 
in both fexes, nor, perhaps, ‘sthe foul 
very differently modified by the vee 
hicle in which it is placed ; the foibles, 
the piffions, the vices, 2nd the virtues 
appear to fpring from the fame fource, 
and under fimjlar advantages, fre- 
quently reach tue fame degree of per- 
fection, or fink to the fame Rages of 
pravity wiichiooften lamp dfgrace 
onthe humantorm; yet, cuflom, tir 
moft countries, has brana. d liceatious 
manners in fermale life, with peculiar 
marks of infamy ; but we livein days 
happily adroit in the arts of removing 
every impediment to pleafure, wher 
the bars of re@titude are fyftematica'ly 
realuned down, and no other diftindi- 
on is necefflary but a dextrous talent 
at concealment. 

It may, perhaps,be deemed prefump- 
tion fora womanto fpeak tus freei'y 
of fo celebrated a work as Dormer’s 
advice; but I fhill yet venture to fay 
more, aS I have read his letters with 
attention, much more with a view to 
the happinefs of fome I love, than for

Rom €) 0 rne moft 
fleurithing age of the republic, acquir- 
ed by tne means ofan atis e of Arica, 
foch reputation to her theatre cs not 
oly rendered her the rival of Greecein 
comedy, but has tranfmitted to all 
poflerry an unequaled example of 
dramatic purity and eiegance. Allied to 
Terence,bythe quarter in which he was 
borni,and tok pictet us by the fortune 
of iis early hite,tt may be ffi. mec,that 
in thefe letters of Ignatius Sancho, we 
meet with the ingenu ty ct iis come 
patriot, and the philotopiucal fenti- 
menrsof them oralift. Th is €xtraordie 
nary perfor wi Ss born in the year 1729, 
ov board a fh'p in the flive trade,a few 
Gaysafter it had quirtedt ay coait of 
Guinea forthe 8; nal nith ht Indies 5 
where the new ‘ch mate He put an 
end tothe hte of his mother ; anda 
fir of defperation, excited by the in- 
fupportabie porrors of flavery, to the 
ex (lence of bis father. At bettie more 
than two years of age, the child, who 
had already received che name oi Ig- 
natius, Was brought to England vy 
his mafler, who gave him to three 
maiden ffiers, refident at Greenwich, 
by whem, in the petulance of their 
dfpofition, he was diftinguithed by 
the furname of Sancho. The late 
Duke of Montagu, who then Jived 
at Blackheath, fays the biographer, 
accidently faw the litthe Negic, and 
admired in hima frinknefs of mane 
bers, as yet unbroken Ly fervitude, 
si. d unrefined by edcucatien. He 
rought him frequently home to the 
Gui hels, indulged his turn for reacing 
with prefents of books, and ftrongly 
recominended to his miftreffes the 
duty of cultivating a genius cf fuch 
arent iertility. The temper of 
thole 
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thofe ladies, however, was far from 
eng fuited to fo generous a difpo- 
fition ; and, ialtead of fotterag the 
natura: talents of young Ilenatius, 
they often threatned to return bim 
to bis African flavery. He deter- 
mined at lad tv abandon the houfle of 
the three fitters ;aad hig nobie patron 
being receatly dead, he flew for pro- 
tection to the duchefs, who, after 
fome difficulty, occafioned by the re- 
port of an amour in wiich Sancho 
was faid to have been dete@ed, ad- 
mitted him into her houfeho!d, where 
he remained, as butter, until her 
death. He was afterwards taken into 
the family of the preience duke of 
Montagu, who honoured him with 
his fovours during a fervice of coné- 
derable leogth. Towards the clofe 
of the year 1773, repeated attacks of 
the gout, anda coniftitutional corpy- 
leace, rendering him incapable of far- 
ther attendance in the duke’s family, 
he fettied himfelf in a fhop of grocery, 
in Wettminfler, with a deferving 
young woman whom he had fome 
time before married ; and here, with 
rigid induftry, they decently, main- 
taned a nu merous family of children. 
At lat, in December 1730, a feries of 
comphcated diforders put an end to 
the life of this honeft and refpee 
African. 

Such is the account of Mr. Ignr- 
tius Sancho, as delivered by his bio- 
gtapher. With regard to is taleats, 
ap ideaof them will be belt conce ved 
from bis letters ; for which purpofe 
we have made tie following extrads.

is very rare, and fcarce to be found 
in any of the cabinets of natural curt- 
efities in Europe. DBefides, the au- 


thors who have treated on.the ceraf-. 


tes, as Alpinus and Bellonius, have 
given fuch unfatisfaCtory defcriptions 
of it, and imaccurate figures, that I 
thought an exact drawing from na- 
ture, together with the beft and !ateft 
fyftemarical accdunt of it, would be 
argreable, as well to the lovers of an- 
tiguity,as natural hiftory. 3 

The ancient Egyptians,. moft cer- 
tainly, efteemed it an hieroglyphic of 
fome importance; for, when we ex- 
amine their monuments of tne greatett 
antiquity, fuch as their obeliiks, tem- 
ples, flatues, palaces, and even the'r 
mummies, we are almoft fure to find 
many reprefentations of it on them.

Tiofe two immenfely large ftones, . 
lately brought from Alexandria, in» 


Egypt, now in the court yard of the 
Britifh Mufeum, which appear to be 
part of tne grand cornice cf fome 
magn ficent pa‘ace, have many figures 
of the cerafies curicuily engraved up- 
on them. 

Dr. Haffelgvift, a pupil of the ce- 
Jebra‘ed Linraust, who was in 
Egypt ip 1750, nas given us a particu- 
Jer defcription of this curious animal; 
but neither he nor the former writers 
on Egypt, that mention the ceraftes, 
fay any thing about the venom of its 
bite. This we are informed of only 
by Dr. Turnbull, who lived many

Art.17. NE of thecontra&ing par- 
ties being atwarand the 
other remaining neuter, 'f it fhould hap- 
pea that a merchant fhipof the neutral 
power be taken by the enemy of the 
other party and be afterwards retaken 
by afhip of war or privateer of tne 
power at war, alfo fips and merchan- 
dizes of what nature foever they may 
bé when recovered froma pirate or 
fe2 rover, fhall be brought into a port 
of one of the two powers and fhall be 
committed to the cuftody of the officers 
of the faid port, that they may be re- 
flored entire to the true proprietor as 
foon as he fhall have produced fuil 
proof of the property. Merchants, 
mafters andowners of fhips, feamea, 
people ofall forts, fhips and veffels,

When the fubje&s and in- 
habitants of the two parties, with their 
veflels, whether they be public and 
equipped for war, or te employ- 
ed in commerce, fhall be forced by 
tempeft, by purfuit of privateers and 
of enemies, or by any other urgent 
neceflity, to retire and enter any of 
the rivers, bays, roads or ports of 
either of the two parties, they fhail 
be received and treated with all hu- 
manity and politenefs, and they fhall 
enjoy all friendfhip, prote@ion and 
affifiance, and they fhall be at liberty 
to fupply themfetves with refrefh- 
ments, provifions and every thing ne- 
ceflary for their fuftenance, for the 
repair ef their veffels, and for con- 
tinaing their voyage; provided al- 
ways they pay a reafonable price, and 
they fhall not in any manner he de- 
tained or hindred from failing out of 
the faid ports or roads, but they may 
yetire. and depart when and as they 
pleafe without any obflacle or hin- 
drance. 

Art. 22. In order to favour com- 
merce on beth fides as much as pofii- 
ble, it is agreed, that in cafe a war 
fhould break out between the faid two 
nations, which God forbid, the term 
of nine months after the declaration 
of war, fhail be allowed to the mer- 
chants‘and fubje&s refpeGively on one 
fide and the other, in order that they 
may withdraw with their effe&s and 
moveables, which they fhall be at Ii- 
berty to carry of or to f<ll where 
“‘Muey pleafe, without the leat obRacle, 
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nor fhall any feize their effe&ls and 
much lefs their perfons during the 
faid nine months ; but on the contra- 
ry, paffports which fhall be valid for a 
time neceflary, for their return, fhall 
be given them for their veffels and 
the effeéts which they fhall.be willing 
tocarry withthem. And if any thing 
is taken from them, or if any injury 
is done to them by one of thi: parties, 
their people and fubje&s, during the 
term above preicribed, full and entire 
fatisfa€tion fhall be made to them on 
that account. The abovementioned 
paffports fhall alfo ferve as a fafe con- 
du@ againft all infults or prizes which 
privateers may attempt againft their 
perfons and effeds. 

Art. 23. Neo fubje& of the king of 
Sweden fhall take a commiffion or [et- 
ters of marque for arming any veffel to 
a& asa privateer againfi the United 
States of America, or aay of them, or 
againft thefubje@s, peeple or inhabi- 
tants of the faid United States or any 
of them, oragainft the property of the 
inhabitant of the faid ftates, from any 
prince er ftate whatever, with whom 
the {aid United States fhaii be at war, 
Nor fhall any citizen, fubjeét or inha- 
bitant of the faid United States, os 
any of them, apply for or take any 
commiffion, or letters of marque, for 
arming any veffel to cruife againft 
the fybje&s of his Swedifh majefty or 
any of them, or their property, from 
any prince or ftate whatever with 
whem his faid majefy thal! be at war. 
And ifany perfon of either nation fhall 
take fuch commiffions or letters of 
marque he fhall be punifhed as a pirate. 

Art. 24. The veffels of the f{ab- 
je&s of either of the parties coming 
upon any of the coafts belonging to 
the other, but not willing to enter in- 
to port, or being entered inte port and 
not willing to unload their cargoes oF 
to break bulk, fliall not be obiiged to 
do it, but on the contrary fhall enjoy 
all the franchifes and exemptions which 
are granted by the rules fubfifiing with 
réefpect to that object. 

Art. 25. Whena veffel belonging 
to the fubje&s and inhabitants of 
either of the parties, failing on the 
high fea, fhall be met by a fhip of wat 
or privateer of the other, the faid fhip 
of war or privateer, to avoid all difot 
der, fhall remain ovt of cannon fliots 
but may always fead their boat to tie 

merchant 
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tyerchant fhip, and caufetwoor three 
men togo on board of her, to whom 
the mafter or Commander of the {aid 
veffel fhall exhibit his paffport, Rating 
the property of the veffel, and when 
the faid vefel fhall have exhibited her 
pafiport, fhe fhall bé at liberty to con- 
tinue her voyage, and it fhail not be 
lawful to moleft or fearch her in any 
manner, or togive hér chace or force 
per to quit her intended courfe. 

Art. 26. The two contraéting par- 
ties grant Mutually the liberty of hayv- 
ing each, in the port of the other, con- 
{uis, vice-confuls, agents, and commif- 
faries, whofe fun@ions fha!l be regulat- 
ed by a particular agreement. 

Art. 27. The prefent treaty fhall be 
ratified on both fides, and the ratifica- 
fion fhall be exchanged in the {pace of 
eight months, or fooner if poffible, 
counting from the day of the fignature. 

In faith whereof, the refpettive ple- 
nipotentiaries have figned the above 
articles, and have there-unto affixed 
their feals.

nearthe countries, iflands, cities and 
towns of his faid majefty, and fhall ufe 
his atmofl endeavours to recover and 
reflore to the right owners, all fuck 
vefiels and effets which fhall be taken 
from them, within their jurifdi@ion. 

Art. 2. Inlike manner, the United 
States of North-America, fhall prote& 
and defend the veffels and effets be- 
longing tothe fubjetts of his Swedith 
majefly, wnich fhall be in the ports, 
havens or roads, or on the feas near 
to the countries, iflands, cities and 
towns of the faid flates, and fhall 
vfe their utmoft efforts to recover and 
refloreto the right owners all foch 
vefiels and effects which fhall be ta- 
ken fromthemys within their jurifdic- 
tion. . 

Art. 3. If, in any future war at fea, 
fle contracting powers refolve to re-. 
main neuter, and as fuch to obferve 
the ftrifteR neutrality, then it is 
agreed, that if the merchant fhips of 
either partys fhould happen to bein a 
part of thefea where the fhips of war 
of the fame nation are not flationed, 
orif they are met on the high fea,, 
without being able to have recourfe to 
their own Convoys, in that cafe the 
commander of the fhips of war, of the 
other party, if required, fhall in good 
faith and fincerity, give them all necef- 
fzry affitance, and in fuch cafe the. 
fhips of war and frigates of either of. 
the powers, fhall prote& and fupport 
the merchant fhips of the other, pro- 
vided neverthelefs,that the fhips claim- 
ing affiftance are not engaged in any 
illicit commerce contrary to the prin-, 
Ciples of the neutrality. ’ 

Art. 4. It is agreed and concluded 
that all merchants, captains of mer- 
chant fhips or other fubjects of his 
Swedith majeity, fhall have full liber- 
ty in all places under the dominion or 
juri(dition of the United States of 
America, to manage their own affairs 
and to employ in the managment of 
them whomfoever they pleale ; and 
they fhall not be obliged to make ule 
of any interpreter or broker, nor to 
pay them any reward uolefs they make 
ufe of them. Moreover the mafiers 
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ing or unloading their veffels to em- 
ploy labourers appointed by public 
authority for that purpofe; but they 
fhall be at full liberty, themfelvesto 
load or unload their veffelsorto em 
ploy in loading or unloading them 
whomfoever they think proper, with- 
out paying reward under the title of 
falary to any perfon whatever ; and 
they fhzil not be obliged toturn over 
any kind of merchand:zes to other vef- 
fels nor to receive them on board their 
own, nor to wait for their !ading long- 
er than they pleafe, and all and every 
of the citizens, people and inhabitants 
of the United States of America fhall 
reciprocally have and enjoy the fame 
privileges and liberties in all places un- 
der the jurifdiftion of the faid realm. 
“Art. 5. It is agreed'that when mer- 
chandifes fhall have been put on board 
the fhipsor veffels of either of the con- 
trating parties, they fhall not be 
fubje&ec to any examination ; but all 
examination and fearch muft be before 
lading, and the prohibited merchan- 
cizes muft be Ropped on the fpot 
before they are embarked, unlefs 
there is fuli evidence or proof of frau- 
dulent pra&tice on the part of the owner 
of the fhip or of him who has *hecom- 
mand of her. In which cafe only he fhall 
be refponfible and fubje& to the laws 
ef the country in which he may be. 
In all other cafes neither the fubje&s 
of either of the contraéting parties who 
fhall be with their veffels in the ports 
ofthe other, vor their merchandizes 
fhall be feized or moiefted on account 
of contraband goods, which they have 
wanted to take on board, nor fhall any 
kind of embargo be laid on their fhips, 
fubjects or citizens of the flate whefe 
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of thips hall not be obliged, in load- * 


merchandizes are declared contraband 
or the exportation of which 1s forbid- 
den, thofe only who fhall have fold of 
intended to fell or alienate fuch mer- 
chandize, being liable to punifhment 
for fuch Contravention, .

The follewing is a defcription of the 
Triumphal Archand its ornaments, 
which w2s exhibited in celebration 
of the happy return of Paace, 


THE Arch is &fty feet and fix inches 
wide, and thirty five feet and fix in- 
ches in height. The Arch is fourteen 
feet wide in the clear, and each of the 
fmall arches ninefeet. The pillars are 
of thefonick Order. The entablature, 
all the other parts, and the proportions 
correfpondent to that order ; and the 
whole edifce is finifhed in the ftyle of 
architect proper for fuch a building, 
and ufed bythe Romans. The piliare 
are adorned with fpiral fefioons of 
fiowersintheir natural colours.

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The devices and inf{criptions are dif- 
tributed in the feveral parts appropor- 
tioned by the antients to fuch orna- 
mets. 

I. Over the center arch, the temple 
of fanusfhat. Numine favente mag- 
mus ab intezgro faeculorum nafcitur 
ordo.

28. A late Paris gazette has the 
following paragraph. ‘* The coun- 
cil of fiate have at lafi decided the great 
qveftion relative to the commerce of 
the Americans with the coaft of Bri- 
tanny. The farmers general.were for 
having only one port opened for trad- 
ing with tie United States, but the 
K.ne bas opened them all; in confe- 
goence of which ali the ports of Bri- 
tanny willtrade with America, and re- 
ceive the returns, without any one 
having the preference.

That it be, and it is hereby re- 
commended to the legiflatures of the 
feveral ftates, to vet the United 
States in Congrefs affembled, for the 
term of fifteen years, with power to 
prohibit any goods, wares and mer- 
chandize, from being imported inio, 
or exported from any of the ftates in 
veflels belonging to, er navigated by, 
the fubje&s of any power with whom 
thefe ftates fhall not have formed 
treaties of commerce. Thatit be,and 
hereby is, recommended to the legif- 
jatures of the feveral ftates, to veft the 
United States in Congrefs affembled, 
for the term of fifteen years, with the 
power of prohibiting the fubje&s of 
any foreign ftate, kingdom, or em- 
pire, unlefs authorifed by treaty, im- 
porting into thefe United States, avy 
goods, wares or merchandize, which 
are not the produce or manufaéture 
of the dominions of the Sovereiga 
whofe fubjefts they are. 

Provided, That all a&s of the Uni- 
ted States in Congrefs affembled, in 
purfuance of the above powers, the 
affent of nine States fhail be neceffa- 
ry.

Court. 

THE evils of a war are not clofed 
with it’s military operations ; they de- 
fcend to the pofterity of the foldier, 
and he who Knows of battles and de- 
vaftations only by traditien, realizes 
many very ferious effe&s from thefe 
tvents. To leffen fuch effeds by 
an early provifion for defreying the 
expences neceffarily incidental to the 
bett conduted contefts of this nature, 
mutt be the object of every wife legifla- 
ture. This however, is always atteade 
ed with difficalties ; and perhaps, no 
where with greater,than in the United 
States. For, funds are not only to be 
Provided, but the proportion of Thir- 
teen different powers are to be afcer- 
tained. To do this, hy any fyftem 
that fhall be confiftent in principle, aad 
teducible to praétice, is an object as 
defirable as it is difficult to be attained. 

The charges of the war, by the 8th 
article of the confederation, were tobe 
defreyed ont of the public chef, to be 
fupplied by each flate according to 
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the quantity of land granted to, or fur- 
veyed for any perfon,. and the build- 
ings and improvements thereon. 

mn April 1783, Congrefs recom- 


mended it to the feveral flates to 

Change this rule of apportionment, 

for another, which was founded on the 

number of inhabitants ia each flate al- 
lowing five flaves to be equal to three 

freemen: the expediency sf adoptiag 

this recommendation was a fubjett 
of early debate in the feffion, andoa 

which we fhall ftate the arguments. 

Thofe who were in favour of theal- 
teration, urged the impra@icability of 
the other mode. Valuations, they 

faid, taken in that way were fuffici- 

ently known to be unalatisfattory and 

uojeft by thofe which were made to 
determine the relative worth of the 
towns in our own ftate. Who was 
there that did not complain ? And 
when inequalties were thought to be 
difcovered, where was the burthen to 
be laid for the relef of the fufferers 2 
Never was there one that did not re- 

ceive the real or pretended reproba- 
tion of a great part of the towns coa- 
cerned. If thefe evils arofe to fuchan 
height, on a {mall fcale, would they 
not increafe with the magnitude of the 
objects to be compared together. In 
this refpe& the propofed method had 
a decided advantage over the other, 
for, nothing was more eafily obtained 
than the number of polls in each flate. 
If gentlemen objected to the value of 
flaves compared with freemen they 
ought to confider, that the benefit ofa 
white manu (and freemen were general- 
ly of this clafs) in point of ability to 
pay taxes and to defend the flate, was 
vatily fuperior to that of a black one. 
Tie prime coft of flaves in the fouth- 
ern fates was high; their lives of but 
fhort duration ; and the proportion 
of able bodied men exceedingly {mall. 
Their comparative value with whites 
could not indeed be demonfirated, 
but, from fuch confiderations, it might 
reafonably be fuppofed, that it was 
not higher than the proportion of five 
to three. The houfe were aflared that 
the requifitions in which this common- 
wealth had been moff favoured,had been 
apportioned on the rule propofed. A 
very important confderation was to be 
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taker into view, which w2s the rapid 
progrefs of liberty in America, Penn- 
fylvania had already adopted a fyf- 
tem for freeing her flaves. Virginia 
was in the fame laudable tra& ; and, 
no doubt could be entertained, that 
the humene and eleriots meafurs 
would fpread ifelf to the utmott 
bounds of tre worn. if this fhowd 
be effetted, the value of the polls 


would be univerfally equal, and the, 


advantages refultiig to the eaftera 
fates tuo ebious to be mentioned. As 
to the operatton of ceirher plan in 
refpe& fo the new ftates to be erected, 
if this was not too remote an obje& to 
have influence in the aebate, geatle- 
men candidly confefled they had not 
formed a judgment. The expediency 
ofehemeafure was urged. It was af- 
fertecd, that the proportion of three 
whites to five blacis was the beit terms 
th2t could be obtained in a matter 
which was the effect of acompromife. 
The fiates fuppofed to be favoured by 
this rnie, were brought into the re- 
commendation with equal reluG@ance 
as others; and, feeing it was the wifh 
of Maffachufetts tohave a fettlemeut 
of the expences of the war, as one 
means of availing herfelf of the fums 
feppofed to have been advanced to 
Congrefs beyond her proportion it 
maft be confentaneous to her wifhes 
as it moft certainly was to her intereft, 
‘to adopt the alteration. Tothefe ar- 
guments it was replied, that the fo'l of 
the fouthern ftates fo much exceeded 
ourownin richnefs, as to make a com- 
-pkance with tne recommendation 
wholly wnwarrantable. That this 
was fairly deduced from the arguments 
on the other fide, if they were juftin 
point of fa&: for, if the prime coft 
end other difadvantages of flaves were 
fo exceeding!y great as was reprefent- 
ed, then tie foil muff be proportion: 
ably fertile to defrey fuch charges and 
yield a profit to the planter. bat this 
mm portant fa& was not left to be eflab- 
Bifhed by others which were not ab- 
folutely conceded. The proportion- 
ete exports of the fates long fince 
-eftablithed again& us, proved it be- 
yond a queftion. Our inhabitants 
‘ might be hardier than thofe at the 
-fowthward, but if this proved any 
- ¢heng ia favour of the relative value ef 
the polls, it certainly proved meme

agiinfl the whole fyfiem propofed for 
one caufe of any ad yvamiage we might 
have in that refpect was, the obfz 
macy wf our foil, which yielded caly to ta 
aD93 lous exertions, and the COm para» u 
tpontaneons productions of 
thems, which alowed themto indulge .

The old fyflem could not 
by any means be given up by itsad- & 
vocates as impradticable, and argu § 
ments of inconveniency, they thought, 
ought not to Le conclufively urged & Ay 
again it, in a cafe where every pofl- Bo.

objection. As to the expediency of B ., 
the propofed mode it was obferved, § ¢..

It appezring that rhere were large ar- 
rearages oftaxes due to government 
én old affeffments, and Congrefs ha- 
ving rein quifhed ene half of their re- 
quiftion fer eight millious of dollars 
on the flates, ac leaft for the prefent, 
alucky occafion feemecd to prefent it- 
felf for reducing fome part of the pub- 
licdebt. Fhearmy notes amounted 
toabout 200,000 !. and were payable 
ig thirds every year from 1784 fuctef- 
fvely. On this ftate of fads a tax has 
been formed for raifing 140,0001. for 
the purpoie of paying {uch of them as 
ae due in the years 1784 and ¢ ta 
that amount and in difcharge of which 
thofe notes are to be receivable; the 
temaining 6@,000 |. are ro be redeem- 
ed with the public lands in the eaflern 
Counties. Thus in fo early a ftdge of 
the peace, Maffachufetrs wiil be able 
toflrike off by ‘a fingle tax that wili 
farcely be felt by the people, aBout 
a eighth part. ef all her private debt. 
Thefund for difcharging the intere® 
othe confolidated fecurities was not 
unattended too, and au Impoft and 
Excife bill fimilar to that ill fated one 
ofwhich we gave an accovntin our laft 
obfervations, has beeh ne2r!y” prepared 
lor the approbation of the chair. 

The ratfing of taxes, fo neceffarily 
connected with the valustioa of the 
towns, gave rife to a bill for taking 
tnew account of the rateable polis, 
and eftates within the Cemmon wealth,
